Because they are described in paragraphs 0059 through 0126 of Document 1 cited in the ISR, the 
inventions of Claims 1 and 4 do not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step. 

Because they are described in paragraphs 0442 through 0477 of Document 2 cited in the ISR, the 
inventions of Claims 20 and 21 do not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step. 

The inventions of Claims 19 and 22 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on Document 2 
cited in the ISR. Querying a server regarding whether to update is a conventional means, and utilizing 
this conventional means in the technology described in Document 2 would be obvious to a person 
skilled in the art. 

None of the documents cited in the ISR describes the point of Claims 2-3, 5-18 and 23-24 of, based on 
distribution control information distributed with digital data and showing data forwarding control 
conditions, determining or verifying whether to store again in an information processing terminal or 
whether to query a server prior to storing again in an information processing terminal; nor is this 
obvious to a person skilled in the art. 
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
